It is true; two Artiſts indeed were forced to go beyond the Seas, but it was Mr. Bowles, one of the Glaſs-Makers named in 
the intended Corporation, forced them to go, having by Promiſing them greater Wages than Mr. Bellingham gave, drawn them 
mto Covenants to ſerve them for a time, and then not performing their promiſe, nor releaſing their Covenants, they were forced

thly. They pretend that they had agreed with moſt of the Proprietors Interefſed in the Glaſs-Houſes ih Lon- 
don and Wetmayer, and 10 Miles diftance of the ſame.

Beſides moſt of the Glaſs-makers at New-Caſtle and Sturbridge, oppoſe the [aid Corporation 5 and though their Glaſs- houſes 
are fair remote, yet there Market is here in London, and they hawe Agents here. 

And ſo if their Allegations and Pretenſions, upon which they deſire to become Incorporated are falſe, then the Corporation or 
Subſtructure on ſuch a falſe Foundation ſhould certainly be deſtroyed. | 
_ further ; they have not mentioned one Inconvenience that will attend the ſaid Incorporation, fo it muſt be done for then

iſt. It is plain, the Corporation, if paſſed, will deſtroy Mr. Bel/inghan/s Patents and others, which have already 
been granted, to ſome Ingenious Artiits, that have travelled, and ſpent much Money, and mightily improved 
the ſaid Manufacture in England, and to whom the pretended Incorporators are beholden for the very En- 
gine they now Work withall ; tor they are in General called Glaſs-makers, without any Reſtri&ion, and no re-_

facture, and will in Effet be a Monopoly, and engroſs that Commodity into a few Hands, and fo raiſe the price 
of it, and frighten the Artiſts away.
